Moonlight Boat Ride 
Drown at L. Catherine

. ' Four Chicago residents were 
'drowned at 2 n, m. Sunday in -Lake 
Catherine In one of the worst boat- 
ing accidents this community has 
cxopcrienccd in many years. . 

The victims were Mrs. LaVernc 
Mortcnscn, 7110 Egglcston, mother 
ot three children; Carol Jones, 17, 
of 6153 South Nngcl; Philip Mlrct. 
30, of 4035 W. 103rd St., driver of 
the boat; and Merrill 'Williams, 40, 
of 4605 Wolcott ave. 

Dell Wilson, 35; 2101 South 9th 
st, Maywood; owner of the boat 
and Mary Helen 'La rsen, 10, of 7152 
South Chicago ave., managed to 
swim 100 yards to shore. 

Wilson told Deputies Horsch and 
Litchfield the six went for a moon- 
light ride with Miret operating the 
20-foot inboard speedboat. 'While 
making a short turn at 20 miles an 
hour, the boat tipped over, throw- 
ing all six Into the water. The 
craft finally sank in 30 feet of water 
and Miss Larson said Wilson told 
her at once to try to swim to shore. 
( AH four bodies were recovered 
by the Antioch Rescue squad in 
less than three hours of dragging. 
The bodies of the victims were 
found in a line within 50 feet of 
where the boat sank and within 15 
yards of each - other. , None had a 
chance to grab life jackets. 

None of the officers of the squad 
could be reached, yet the squad 
went to work without instruction, 
obtained equipment and lights, and 
in the moonlight worked efficient- 
ly in recovering the bodies In a 
short time. 

The squad members included 
Leonard Roblin, Everett Oftedahl, 
Fred Yates, William Dow. Lloyd 
Murrie, and a new member, Edwin 
T. Runnefeldt 

The squad was called by Wilson 
and Mlts Lancn from the Linden 
Lane home <rf Cart Swansea Wil- 
son said he tried to save the other* 
but that they went down almost im- 
mediately. 

The "bodies were taken to the 
Strang Funeral home, and later re- 
moved to Chicago. 

Williams, one of the victims, was 
sales manager of the Atlantic 
Brewery Co., of Chicago. 

Their deaths brought to 21 the 
number of drownings in Lake 
county this year, most of them Chi- 
cagoans.

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Economic Highlight* 

More and more people seem to be coming to the 
conclusion that one of the best ways to help balance 
the budget, to start reducing the national debt, and to 
make eventual tax reduction for enterprise and indi- 
viduals possible, is to get the government out of com- 
mercial business. Former Defense Mobllizer Wilson 
started the ball rolling months ago, in a speech that 
aroused great national interest. Herbert Hoover ad- 
vocated a similar policy in a nationally broadcast 
major address, in which he stressed the case for dis- 
posing of government-owned electric power plants 
and related facilities. Bills have been introduced in 
Congress proposing studies and Investigations to find 
ways of returning government commercial operations 
to private ownership, and to protect the public's in- 
vestment in them. A House sub-committee Is study- 
ing federal competition with private business and the 
resultant loss of tax revenues. 

An interesting recent development Is found in a 
plan offered by the Cleveland Chamber of Commerce. 
It points out that taxes have now reached the point 
of diminishing return, and that government borrowing 
to cover deficits would create still more inflation. It 
implements these views with a recital of facts. Fed- 
eral taxes are now at an all-time high, and have 
actually increased 3,000 per cent since 1933. Taxes 
are hampering industrial growth — almost 60 per cent 
of all corporate profits now wind up in the tax col- 
lectors' tills. The U. S. consumer's tax bill— federal, 
state and local — is greater than his food bill. Infla- 
tion, which is primarily the result of increasing the 
money supply in relation to the supply of goods, has 
made heavy inroads into the living standards of many 
and the savings of all. The Chamber praises the re- 
cent Treasury policy of increasing interest rates as an 
anti-inflationary measure but believes that it will be 
ineffective without a balanced budget. Therefore, the 
plan states, "Like any other business or organization 
which has been over-extended through bad manage- 
ment and extravagant spending, the new management 
must liquidate the over-extended operations." 

It goes on to point out that government is compet- 
ing with private business in some 100 separate fielas 
of activity. These include power and aluminum 
plants, synthetic rubber factories, all kinds of lend- 



ing agencies, hemp plantations, railroads, housing, 
fertilizer' and synthetic gasoline and sugar factories, 
etc., etc. Their combined assets are estimated at 
$30,000,000,000, They arc exempt from all federal 
taxes, 

The Chamber thinks that many of these govern- 
ment-owned, businesses would sell readily to private 
enterprise — some at figures above their, original 
cost. Others would take considerable time to dis- 
pose of, because of various complications — In such 
cases, says the Chamber, their operations should be 
put on a strictly self-supporting basis that would 
eliminate tax losses and further drains on the 
Treasury. The largest part of the' liquidation, it 
forecasts, could be accomplished within six or seven - 
years, 

In conclusion, the Cleveland Chamber points 
to four ways in which the sales of these businesses 
would benefit the public. First, proceeds would as- 
sist in balancing the budget and reducing the debt. 
Second, they would make possible tax reduction in 
the future. Third, they would provide new sources 
of tax revenue, running Into very large sums. Fourth, 
their disposal would eliminate the need for appro- 
priating money year after year to meet their operat- 
ing and expansion costs,

ORDINANCE NO. 2G4 

AN ORDINANCE RELATING TO 
AIRCRAFT 

BE IT ORDAINED" BY THE 
PRESIDENT AND BOARD OF 
TRUSTEES OF THE VILLAGE OF 
LAKE VILLA, ILLINOIS:— 

SECTION I:— Definitions. 

A. "Aircraft" Aircraft means 
any contrivance now known or 
hereafter invented, used or de- 
signed lor navigation of or flight 
In. the air, 

B. "Person." Person means any 
indlvlduft], /irm, partnership, cor- 
poration, company,' association, joint 
stock association, public service cor- 
poration, or* body politic ond in- 
cludes any trustee, receiver,, as- 
signee or other similar representa- 
tive thereof. 

C. "Landing Space," -Landing 
space means any lake or land 
within the confines of the Village 
limits of the Village of Lake Villa, 

SECTION II: — It shall be un- 
lawful for any person to land any 
aircraft or after landing, to take 
off from ony body- of water or land 
within tho limits of said Village 
when so to land or take off such 
aircraft would- jeopardize the lives 
of any persons located upon such 
body of water or land where such 
landing or takeoff shall be made 
or attempted, except in cases of 
emergency -where the- life, of tho 
person or persons In such aircraft 
would be jeopardized were not 
such landing or take-off made, 

SECTION III:— Penalty. Any 
person violating the provisions of 
this Ordinance shall be punished by 
a fine of not less than Fifty (50.00) 
Dollars nor more than Two Hun- 
dred Fifty ($250.00) Dollars, and 
each such act of landing or taking 
off in violation of this Ordinance 
shall be deemed a separate offense. 

SECTION IV:— This Ordinance 
shall be in full force and effect 
after its passage, approval and pub- 
lication as provided by law.
